However, if entered, the Applicant's proposed claim amendment(s) in the Amendment (filed 9 September 2008) would newly introduce at 
least the limitations of: 

"A system for a device, wherein the device includes a printed circuit board comprising... at least one stationary contact formed directly on a 
surface of said printed circuit board of said device," to independent claim 1. 

"a detection circuit responsive to said motion signal output and having a wake-up signal output, said motion sensor comprising: a ball 
contact; and at least one stationary contact formed directly on a surface of said printed circuit board of said device," to independent claim 
35. 

"A method for operating an input device, wherein the device includes a printed circuit board comprising... at least one stationary contact 
formed directly on a surface of said printed circuit board of said device, wherein said ball contact is in electrical contact with said at least 
one stationary contact;... and outputting a wake-up signal from said detection circuit to circuitry of said input device to activate said input 
device," to independent claim 36. 

Such limitations (as well as other amendments) if incorporated into present claim language would dramatically alter inventive scope of the 
claims, requiring additional search and consideration. Due to the proposed amendments not being entered, Applicant's arguments are not 
commensurate in scope with the current claims.
